He 
tted  that  some  of  the  preparations 
beneficial,  particularly  when  they  were 
)roduct  of  prescriptions  by  eminent 


physicians,  yet  the  fact  that  the  patient 
was  often  his  own  diagnostician  militated 
against  the  efficacy  of  such  medicines. 
Whether  these  specifics  were  suitable  for 
all  the  cases  they  were  supposed  to  cure  was 
no  concern  of  the  manufacturer,  who  was 
in  reality  exploiting  public  ill-health  for  the 
sake  of  his  pocket.  Under  existing  condi- 
tions the  chemist  in  Southern  Africa  was 
forced  to  derive  about  half  his  income  by 
selling  such  "quack"  remedies.  This 
position,  in  his  view,  was  nothing  short  of 
scandalous.  Of  all  the  health  services  in 
the  country  pharmacy  presented  the  strong- 
est case  for  nationalisation,  not  only  with 
the  idea  of  restoring  the  chemist  and 
druggist  to  his  proper  position  as  a  profes- 
sional man,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of 
eliminating  the  present  exploitation  of  fear 
of  illness  by  "unprofessional  profit-seeking 
individuals  and  medicine  companies.  He 
was  convinced  that  pharmacy  must  be 
dissociated  from  commerce  if  it  was  to 
survive  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  nation. 
Nationalisation  would  not  only  improve  the 
status  of  all  the  professions  concerned,  but 
would  prove  to  be  the  only  method  of 
providing  health  services  to  every  citizen. 
By  enabling  every  member  of  the  com- 
munity to  obtain  all  health  services  free 
the  mental  and  moral  outlook  of  the  whole 
nation  would  undergo  a  big  change. 

Purchase  Price  Refunded. — Interpreting 
in  plaintiff's  favour  what  the  Court  termed 
a  contract  of  a  "rather  special  character," 
Mr.  Justice  Tyndale  in  the  Superior  Court 
at  Quebec,  on  May  3,  delivered  judgment 
under  which  the  Laboratoire  Pasteur,  Ltd., 
were  to  pay  Alexandre  Charlebois,  Oka, 
Quebec,  $295,  representing  the  value  of  the 
goods  which  Charlebois  purchased  from  the 
company  on  the  understanding  that  they 
were  to  be  returned  and  the  purchase  price 
refunded  on  certain  conditions  set  out  in 
the  contract.  Charlebois  contracted  to 
stock  his  shop  with  pharmaceutical  goods 
supplied  by  the  company,  which  a.greed 
to  "take  back  the  goods  and  reimburse  the 
purchase  price,  with  interest,  if,  in  three 
months,  plaintiff  was  not  satisfied."  Plain- 
tiff took  delivery  of  the  goods,  paid  the 
purchase  price,  and  on  May-  19,  1942, 
invoked  the  contract  to  recover  the  pur- 
chase price.  Defendant  company  pleaded 
that  the  transaction  was  a  sale  pure  and 
simple  and  not  a  consignment ;  that  the 
goods  were  satisfactory ;  that  plaintiff  made 
no  complaint  and  was  therefore  not  entitled 
to  return  the  goods. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Conference  Chairman's  Address 

The  difficulty  inherent  in  the  composition 
of  a  second  address  by  a  chairman  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  has  been 
skilfully  surmounted  by  Dr.  T.  E.  Wallis 
(p.  114).  Not  venturing  to  put  a  question 
on  this  subject  to  any  chairman  of  the 
Conference  that  I  have  met,  I  have  some- 
times wondered  how,  after  using  much 
excellent  material  in  preparing  a  survey, 
a  scientist  sets  about  the  task  of  attempting 
to  repeat  his  success  in  the  chair.  Dr.  Wallis 
has  solved  this  problem  by  advancing  from 
the  particular  to  the  general,  from  a  con- 
spectus of  British  pharmacognosy  to  a 
consideration  of  the  basic  principles  of 
research.  His  thoughtful  address  will, 
I  trust,  be  read  with  the  careful  attention 
it  merits.  My  space  does  not  permit 
quotation ;  but  I  may  illustrate  from 
another  point  of  view  the  chairman's  wise 
remark  about  "getting  away  from  the 
textbooks."  In  the  autobiography  of 
Arthur  Waugh  there  is  a  passage  (cited  in 
Sir  Charles  Oman's  "Memories  of  Victorian 
Oxford")  revealing  in  a  flash,  so  to  say, 
the  difference  between  the  pedestrian 
collector  of  facts  and  the  true  student  or 
scholar.  "I  shall  always  remember  the 
first  essay  that  I  ever  took  to  Professor 
Oman,  and  the  devastating  criticism  that 
it  evoked.  He  had  told  me  to  write  an 
estimate  of  Cicero.  He  .  .  .  told  me  to  read 
it  to  him.  'Marcus  Tullius  Cicero,'  I  began, 
'was  born  at  Arpinum  on  January  3, 
106  b.c'  'No,  never,'  cried  my  tutor, 
'  under  any  circumstances,  begin  an  essay 
like  that.'  " 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868 

The  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  is  an 
event  well  worth  the  notice  you  have 
accorded  it  (p.  120).  Pharmacists  who,  as 
the  phrase  goes,  were  brought  up  on  it 
have,  in  my  experience,  agreed  that  it  is 
a  good  Act;  and  their  testimony  is  of 
value.  As  the  writer  of  an  article  in  your 
issue  of  April  12,  1941,  pointed  out,  the 
statutory  association  of  a  pharmaceutical 
qualification  with  the  sale  of  poisons  may 
be  traced  to  the  well-known  incident  of 
poisoning  by  peppermint  lozenges  pur- 
chased at  a  market  stall  in  Bradford  in 
1858.  It  is  of  interest,  however,  to  go  back 
to  the  preceding  year,  for  the  sake  of  show- 
ing what  chemists  may  have  to  contend 
with  when  legislation  on  a  subject  of  this 
kind  is  introduced  without  prior  consulta- 


tion with  them.  In  May  1857  the  G( 
ment  of  the  day  brought  in  a  Bil 
restrict  and  regulate  the  sale  of  poi:

The  Impracticable 

Although  the  impracticability  of

Treasurer's  Report 

The  accounts  for  1942  were  presented  by 
Mr.  Marns,  and  showed  that  the  income 
from  subscriptions  paid  by  elected  mem- 
bers was  £71  8s.,  and  in  addition  a  com- 
position fee  of  £25  was  received  under 
Rule  2  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland.  These  amounts  have 
been  credited  to  the  account  of  the  "Quar- 
terly Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharma- 
cology." On  the  expenditure  side,  the 
general  expenses  of  the  Conference  were 
£13  2s.  7d.  These  figures  were  included 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  financial 
statement  presented  at  the  Society's  annual 
meeting  in  May  of  this  year.  The  total 
amount  expended  was  £1  4s.  5d.  less  than 
last  year.  Apart  from  the  figures  to  which 
reference  has  just  been  made,  the  Confer- 
ence balance  sheet  showed  on  the  assets 
side  Consols  to  the  nominal  value  of  £1,250 ; 
Savings  Bonds  to  the  nominal  value  of  £200, 
and  cash  at  the  bank  amounting  to 
£67  1 6s.  8d.  The  usual  presentation  of  books 
in  connexion  with  the  Bell  and  Hills  Fund 
has  been  discontinued  until  after  the  war.

As  the  years  pass  after 
they  have  satisfied  the  examiners  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  chemists  become 
more  and  more  engrossed  in  business 
matters.  In  this  aspect  of  life,  however, 
there  is  as  much  call  for  research  as  in  any 
form  of  science,  and  for  examples  one  need 
look  no  further  than  Insurance  Act  dis- 
pensing or  the  turnover  of  proprietary 
articles,  to  mention  but  two.  In  regard  to 
the  former,  it  will  be  recalled  how  handi-. 
capped  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
found  themselves  through  the  absence  of 
statistics  on  the  last  occasion  when  negotia- 
tions were  being  carried  on  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  increased  remuneration.  The 
details  asked  for  (see  C.  &  D.,  November 
8,  1 94 1,  p.  176)  could  be  investigated  in 
most  businesses  and  if  collated  from  all 
over  the  country^would  be  of  inestimable 
value  in  any  future  negotiations.  Some 
years  before  the  war  there  was,  in  the 
United  States,  an  organisation  called  the 
Druggists'  Research  Bureau.  It  encouraged 
chemists  to  supply  details  «oi  their  turnover 
in  various  preparations,  particularly  toilet 
and  cosmetic  articles.  Many  chemists  paid 
tribute  to  the  value  of  such  information, 
stating  that  it  had  enabled  them  to  turn 
their  stock  over  more  frequently,  and  to 
buy  more  accurately  than  formerly.  There 
is  no  reason  why  papers  on  such  subjects 
should  not  be  contributed  to  the  Confer- 
ence. Both  these  and  the  science  papers 
have  an  important  bearing  on  the  future  of 
pharmacy.

Tuberculin  Protein.  A  Note  on  its  Preparation  from  Non-synthetic  Medium 

By  G.  E.  Shaw 


Hitherto  tuberculin  protein  has  been 
prepared  from  cultures  grown  on  media 
which  contain  only  known  pure  inorganic 
and  organic  materials.  In  view  of  the 
shortage  of  asparagine,  which  is  a  consti- 
tuent of  most  of  the  synthetic  media  used 
for  this  purpose,  alternative  culture  media 
were  sought.  It  was  found  that  2  per  cent, 
peptone  water  made  with  Evans'  bacterio- 
logical peptone,  with  the  addition  of  sodium 
chloride  and  glycerin,  would  support  a 
luxuriant  growth  of  M.  Tuberculoses . 
Although  this  medium,  before  culture, 
gives  a  precipitate  with  ammonium  sul- 
phate, 10  per  cent,  trichloracetic  acid  or 
1  per  cent,  metaphosphoric  acid  causes  no 
precipitation.  After  growth  of  M.  Tuber- 
culoses for  six  to  eight  weeks  a  heavy 
precipitate  is  obtained  with  both.  The 
precipitate  was  found  to  be  identical  in 
potency  with  that  obtained  from  a  similar 
culture  on  synthetic  medium.  In  all  cases

A  Study  of  the  Inhibiting  Actions  of  Propyl  Gallate  (normal  Propyl  Trihydroxy  Be 
and  certain  other  Trihydric  Phenols  on  the  Autoxidation  of  Animal  and  Vegetable

Many  organic  compounds  possessing  olefmic 
linkages  oxidise  spontaneously  on  exposure 
to  atmospheric  conditions,  and  the  presence 
of  such  linkages  in  fats  and  oils  renders 
these  complex  organic  mixtures  susceptible 
to  atmospheric  oxidation.  When  the  oxida- 
tion process  reaches  a  sufficiently  advanced 
stage  the  oil  is  said  to  be  rancid,  and  it 
assumes  an  unpleasant  taste  and  odour. 
In  addition,  the  vitamin  content,  and  hence 
the  nutritive  value,  decreases  with  the 
oxidation  of  the  oil.  The  oxidation  pro- 
cesses exhibit  the  characteristics  of  auto- 
catalytic  reactions  :  an  initial'  slow  period 
at  almost  constant  velocity  followed  by  a 
stage  during  which  the  velocity  of  reaction 
increases  in  a  logarithmic  manner  to  a 
maximum.  The  development  of  rancidity 
is  known  to  be  considerably  retarded  by 
the  addition  of  minute  quantities  of  certain 
compounds  to  the  autoxidisable  substance. 
Such  compounds  include  certain  inorganic 
acids,  phenols,  substituted  aromatic  amines, 
aliphatic  acids,  etc.,  and  these  compounds 
are  generally  referred  to  as  antioxidants. 
Of  the  phenolic  group,  hydroquinone, 
catechol,  pyrogallol  and  1:2:  4-hydroxy- 


hydroquinone  are  perhaps  the  best-kill 
members,  and  although  no  definite  rela|| 
ship  between  antioxidant  properties  la 
chemical  constitution  has  yet  been  era 
lished,  marked  antioxygenic  activity  sfl 
to  be  associated  with  the  presence  ofB 
or  more  hydroxyl  groups  in  certain  posiH 
of  the  aromatic  nucleus.

Iron  and  ammonium  citrate,  the  other 
scale  compound  tested,  could  readily  be 
prepared  in  the. form  of  a  powder  containing 
between  20-5  and  22-5  per  cent,  of  iron. 
Satisfactory  powders  of  potassium  acetate, 
sodium  sulphate,  sodium  phosphate  and 
sodium  acid  phosphate  in  the  anhydrous 
condition  were  obtained  by  spray-drying 
the  corresponding  solutions  of  10  per  cent, 
strength.  Spray-drying  of  a  5  per  cent, 
aqueous  solution  of  boric  acid  yielded  a 
light  powder  which  could  easily  be  dusted 
or  used  in  an  insufflator  and  was  rapidly 
soluble  in  water.  With  magnesium  sulphate 
the  degree  of  hydration  of  the  spray-dried 
powders  varied  according  to  the  conditions 
of  drying  from  two  to  between  four  and  five 
molecules  of  water  to  one  molecule  of 
MgS04.  "  It  would  be  easily  possible  to 
prepare  an  exsiccated  magnesium  sulphate 
of  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  quality 
from  a  solution  of  magnesium  sulphate  in 
one  process  by  spray-drying,"  it  is  con- 
cluded. Compositions  of  three  samples  of 
powder  obtained  by  spray-drying  a  10  per 
cent,  solution  of  borax  at  various  tem- 
peratures were  82-3,  80-3  and  76-9  per  cent. 
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Na2B407.  An  indication  is  given  -of  the 
bulk  densities  of  the  various  powders,  and 
it  is  pointed  out  that,  although  large 
volumes  of  heated  air  are  used,  the  atmo- 
sphere to  which  droplet  and  moist  powder 
are  submitted  is  not  an  oxidising  atmo- 
sphere.

Part  III.  Digitalis,  Adrenaline  and  Ascorbic  Acid 
By  Kenneth  Bullock,  J.  W.  Lightbown  and  A.  D.  Macdonald 


To  submit  to  a  more  stringent  test  earlier 
conclusions  that  spray-drying  operates  at 
a  relatively  low  temperature  for  a  short 
time,  so  that  little,  if  any,  change  due  to 
heat  results,  and  that,  though  large  volumes 
of  air  are  used  in  the  process,  the  substance 
dried  undergoes  little  oxidation,  the  authors 
spray-dried  aqueous  extracts  of  digitalis 
and  solutions  of  adrenaline  hydrochloride 
and  ascorbic  acid  (substances  easily  affected 
by  heat  and  oxidation).  The  digitalis 
experiments  indicated  that  active  dry 
extracts  may  be  obtained  in  a  stable  state 
suitable  for  storage.  Two  experiments  were 
carried  out.  In  the  first  a  concentrated 
infusion  was  prepared  by  macerating  500 
gm.  of  powdered  digitalis  leaf  with  2  litres 
of  water  at  98 0  C.  After  One  hour  the  liquid 
was  filtered  off  with  suction  and  the  marc 
pressed;  1,300  mils  of  concentrated  infu- 
sion containing  7-59  per  cent,  of  solids  was 
obtained.

Zinc  Peroxide  for  Wound  Therapy

Interest  in  zinc  peroxide  as  an  agent  in 
the  treatment  of  infected  wounds  has  been 
revived  following  its  use  by  an  American 
surgeon  (Meleney),  and  by  Hoyle,  Spence 
and  Faulkner  (see  C.  &  D.,  1942.  I.  178). 
The  compound  was  recognised  in  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1923,  but 
was  omitted  from  the  1934  Codex.

Pre- 
cipitates were  obtained  in  solutions  con- 
taining as  little  as  1  in  200,000  of  cantha- 
ridin. The  gravimetric  method  described 
is  suitable  when  the  amount  present  is 
about  10  mgm.  or  more.  For  smaller 
amounts,  a  volumetric  method  is  described 
that  gave  results  which,  though  slightly 
high,  could  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  in 
view  of  the  very  small  amounts  determined. 
The  method  consists  of  the  precipitation  of 
barium  cantharidate  by  barium  chloride 
in  slightly  alkaline  solution  and  the  deter- 
mination of  the  excess  of  barium  chloride 
volumetrically.  The  process  is  shown  to  be 
accurate  to  within  ^  5  per  cent,  if  the 
amount  of  cantharidin  present  is  not  less 
than  o-i  mgm.  and  the  concentration  not 
below  0-0003  Per  cent.  It  was  applied  to 
solutions  containing  less  than  o-i  mgm.  of 
cantharidin,  and  the  results  indicated  that 
the  error  may  be  of  the  order  of  10  per  cent, 
or  more.  Efforts  were  made  to  trace  the 
Source  of  the  positive  error.  Quantities  of 
o-i  mgm.  to  0-5  mgm.  of  barium  chloride 
could  be  accurately  determined  by  the 
method  used  for  the  estimation  of  the 
excess  of  barium  chloride.

In  a  previously  published  paper  it  was 
shown  statistically  that  stomatal  index 
values  could  be  used  to  distinguish  between 
the  leaflets  of  Cassia  acutifolia  and  C.

The  stomatal  index  of  the  lower  surface 
of  leaves  of  Atropa  Belladonna  is  21-6,  the 
standard  deviation  from  mean  being  1-30; 
for  Atropa  lutescens  the  value  is  17-6,  with 
a  standard  deviation  from  mean  of  0-71. 
The  index  may  be  used  to  distinguish  the 
two  species  either  in  the  entire  or  in  the 
powdered  condition,  and  six  commercial 
samples  of  Indian  belladonna  leaf  exam- 
ined were  found  to  be  derived  from  A. 
lutescens  only.  "The  significance  .of  these

BRITISH  STANDARDS  INSTITUTION

He  said  the  8,000  or  so  members  of  B.S.I, 
committees,  who  gave  their  time  volun- 
tarily, often  travelling  far  without  reim- 
bursement of  expenses,  would  feel  gratified 
that,  following  the  recognition  of  the 
Institute  by  the  Government  as  the  sole 
organisation  for  the  issue  of  standards 
having  a  national  application,  the  Govern- 
ment had  now  decided  to  increase  sub- 
stantially the  grant-in-aid.  During  the 
coming  year  this  would  be  approximately 
^12,500,  or  nearly  double  the  former 
grant.

INSTITUTE  OF  PHYSICS 


The  report  for  1942,  which  has  just 
been  issued,  shows  that  special  atten- 
tion has  been  given  by  the  Board  of  the 
Institute  of  Physics  to  the  supply  of 
physicists  for  war  purposes.  The  Board's 
views,  it  is  recorded,  not  only  coincided  in 
almost  every  respect  with  those  of  the 
Government's  Technical  Personnel  Com- 
mittee, but  are  being  embodied  in  the 
measures  that  are  being  taken.  Attention 
has  also  been  given  to  the  best  way  of 
providing  for  intending  physicists  after  the 
war  an  education  that  will  enable  them  to 
make  their  fullest  contribution  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  community.  A  report  on  this 
matter  was  prepared  by  a  subcommittee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Sir  Lawrence 
Bragg,  and  its  report,  after  being  approved 
and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  the  Institute, 
has  recently  been  published.  The  report 
represents  the  considered  views  of  teachers 
in  the  Universities  and  Technical  Colleges, 
and  of  the  heads  of  Government  and  indus- 
trial research  establishments.  During  the 
year  a  record  increase  in  membership  took 
place.  Among  new  activities  recorded  are 
the  establishment  of  an  electronics  group, 
and  of  a  Joint  Council  of  Professional 
Scientists,  of  which  the  Institute  is  one  of 
the  principal  constituents.  Exchange  of 
information  concerning  physicists  and  their 
relation  to  the  war  effort  has  continued 
between  the  Institute  and  the  American 
Institute  of  Physics.   At  the  annual  meet-

The  C.P.W.C.  and  Call-up 

Sir, — One  reads  with  'regret  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  July  31  (p.  106)  of  the  attitude 
of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee towards  the  local  committees  in 
two  of  the  larger  centres  of  population  in 
this  country.  It  is  regrettable  that  one  of 
the  most  heavily  bombed  cities  should  be 
steadily  deprived  of  a  large  portion  of  its 
pharmaceutical  service  by  a  London  com- 
mittee which  appears  by  its  action  to  show 
neither  sympathy  nor  insight  in  the  condi- 
tions prevailing  locally.  Is  it  the  desire  of 
the  C.P.W.C.  to  kill  private  enterprise  by 
depriving  proprietors  of  their  staffs  ?  Have 
they  considered  what  will  happen  if  the 
proprietor  is  forced  to  close  down  by  reasons 
of  ill-health  ?  Do  they  care  what  happens 
to  a  war-torn  population  if  the  coming 
winter  is  a  hard  one  ?  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  employers  and  the  employees'  organis- 
ations will  take  note  of  this  attitude  of  the 
C.P.W.C,  and  see  that  the  persons  in- 
volved have  a  straight  deal,  and  chance 
of  rehabilitation  before  company  shops 
after  the  war.  The  Coventry  Committee 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  action.

Industrial  Research 

Sir, — The  authors  of  the  valuable 
statement  on  the  organisation  of  industry 
referred  to  in  your  issues  of  July  24  (p.  93) 
and  July  31  (p.  108)  seem  to  have  thought 
of  everything  relevant  within  their  chosen 
limits,  and  have  expressed  their  views 
concisely.  In  one  subject,  industrial  re- 
search, a  more  detailed  exposition  of  policy 
would  have  been  welcome.  From  the  pas- 
sage allotted  to  this  matter  (Section  98)  it 
is  not  clear  what  classification  of  industrial 
research  is  envisaged,  nor  how  the  work  of 
the  various  authorities  responsible  for  its 
direction  is  to  be  co-ordinated.  Again,  one 
would  have  expected  a  mention  of  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  of  the  Privy  Council  and  of  the 
Industrial  Health  Research  Board,  which 
are  virtually  certain  of  a  place  in  the  picture 
^when  any  comprehensive  scheme  is  inau- 
gurated. The  rank  and  file  in  industry 
should,  I  believe,  be  encouraged  to  contri- 
bute suggestions  for  subjects  of  inquiry: 
some  of  those  selected  by  the  Industrial 
Health  Research  Board  in  past  years  have 


seemed  more  theoretical  than  pract 
The  integration  of  existing  activities  of 
kind  with  new  ones  may  prove  to  1 
complex  problem.
